Building Inspector Arthur Peat- 
man has urged the Board of Sele::t-

The easy way, he asserts, is 
to ban all pits, But, he points out, 
there are many municipal require- 
ments for gravel which must be 
met, 

His letter of recommendations 
follows:

Better To Control Pits 


The concept of gravel pits as industrial activities, and 
inadmissable to residential areas, was raised at the 
Selectmen’s meeting Monday night. 

Planning Board Chairman Harold King suggested, in 
fact, that his Board probably could get a substantial vote 
in favor of zoning regulations confining pits to specific 
areas of the town. 

This comment, taken in context, appeared to carry an 
implied promise to do just that, if the Selectmen do not 
tighten up restrictions, and possibly begin refusing most 
pit requests. 

At the same meeting, town manager Richard Bowen told 
the Selectmen that a serious effort must be made to re- 
gulate and control pits; that all requirements must be 
lived up to, to the letter of the law. He urged prompt 
attention to this matter, so that any new requirements can 
be imposed when permits are renewed this fall. 

It seems to us that more drastic regulations, and rigid 
enforcement, are preferable to zoning by-law changes to 
control the location of pits. The natural placement of 
gravel in the town does not make it easy to say that one 
geographical area may be used, and not another. The 
gravel is where you find it; no amount of legislation can 
control its location. 

We agree wholeheartedly that the rights of residents 
must be protected — but by the method of Stringent controls, 


Special Registration 


One of the sensible steps taken by the Legislature this 
year was approval of a bill to allow otherwise-unqualified 
men and women to vote for president and vice president 
in November, 

For a number of years, newcomers to the state and 
community could not vote, if they did not meet residence 
requirements, But their right to vote had been taken away 
in their last place of residence at the time they moved, 

This served to create a group of men and women whose 
rights were clearly violated, yet legally so. 

The new law requires that the individual fill out a form 
at the town clerk’s office, certifying that statements about 
prior residence are true. Then the individual becomes 
eligible to vote for the two national offices — but not state 
or local candidates. 

Four years ago there were many local residents in the 
group of disqualified adults — it is to be hoped that others 
will take advantage of the new law this year, so that to 
the fullest extent possible, all adults will have their 
‘‘say’’ in determining the identity of the next President. 


The Wisest Course

Home owners try to aid their 
trees during critical dry periods 
by watering, But it does little good 
to water a tree near the trunk,

A tree should be watered out at 
the dripline or outer leaf area, 
This is where the 
feeder roots are and through these 
tiny roots water is absorbed, If the 


soil is caked dry, avoid water run- | 


off froma hose by lightly sprinkling, 


the area first, Gradually the mois- | 


ture will soak down, Then let the 
hose run slowly all night over the 
outer root area, 

Tree specialists have found that 
trees respond to injection of water 
and nutrients into the soil, under 
pressure, by means of a large 
feeding nozzle-like needle, This 
mechanically breaks up compacted 
soil, It provides extra water for the 


| root area, It brings needed air into 


the soil, and in the process 
nutrients are added to the tree, 
Invigoration is then followed by 
feeding with a dry highly organic 
tree food,
